The negative electrode may be produced by dissolving a negative active material 
which can reversably intercalate /deintercalate lithium ion (i.e v carbonaceous materials 
such as crystalline carbon or amorphous carbon, or Sn0 2 ) and a polyvinylidene binder 
in N-methyl pyrrolidone to make a slurry. The slurry is coated on a negative collector 
of the present invention and then dried. The negative collector preferably has a 
thickness of 20 ^im or less and the Cu-based alloy foil with about 15 \im of thickness can 
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
